Irritation in Canada toward the UnH- 
pd States IB attributed, In a* many as 
nine cases out of ten, to the inotlei. 
This is done by Peter 
McArthur, * 


friendly yet critical Canadian wh« 
has investigated in both his own and 
this country with a view to discover 
the reason for "the growing distrust 
of Americans" in Canada. 
Mr. Me- 


Arthur says that in Canada the dis- 
like of Americans is largely confided 
to the platform and the nrws, the 
plain people—the fanner* and work- 
ing classes—having very little fet- 
ing in the matter, while in the Unit- 
ed States the attitude of the same 
classes toward the people of Canada 
to cither friendly or Indifferent. Had 
h« Investigated more fully he might 
have been iti a position to add that 
the 
Indifference 
of the American 


press in this connection is one of the 
sources of irritation in the Canadian 
newspaper world. 


In any case what 
he says about 


the American-made movies that go 
both to Canada and Europe is point- 
ed and convincing. American jingoism 
during the war was tolerable because 
it was recognized as an effort to keep 
up the war morale, but now that the 
war is over, as this writer ee«* 
it, 


•ucb Jingoism can not be accepted to 
the same spirit. Apparently foreign- 
ers 
think that American movies 


*rim over With American Jingoism 
and they arc irritated accordingly. 
American films, as they go to all
